Severn) decades ane the fasous German physiologist bubsis. 
Reymon {transliterated from ‘wasian| coined the pegsimistic phrase 
that phencuena exist in the world that we “de not Imow and never 
shall know" (Ipnorarms et ispsrabimas!)}. [le included the problem of 
the origin of language. 

This point of view wes not new. Tt expresses the official 
position of the church. Neligious people have always tried to prove j 
that Language is a ercation of Ged, and that everything connected , 
with the nae of God is mysterious and unknowable. Their endeavor 
is wholly understandable: to explain how man learned to speak means 
to disse! the myth not only of the divine crigin of language lut also 
of the divine origin of man. Tar centuries religious peerie invented 
various theories on the origin of Llanounsce and ablempted to conceal 
. the glaring contradictions of the Dible en that iatter. Av one time 
they claimed that each nation received its langnace separately from 
Ged: e.g., the igyptians ~» from fot, the Chaldeans -« fron Sannes, 
the Jews — from Yalweh. Then they said that language was given by 
God through Ada and ive ani their nmunercus offspring. Pinally, 
they declared that God gave isn not language itself, bat only the 
faculty of speech. This faculty sup osedly was revealed whenever 
nan named phenoszena of lis environment or coummmicated his tuoughts 
te other men. Adan serifested this ability when he "named ... all 
the cattle and birds of the air and beasts of the field ..." 

Bishops Grigédriy Nissiiy wave the sane interpretation. He ase 
serts that in addition tn ether faculties (the faculiy to invent | 
tools, Iwild dwellin:s, ete.) fod save man the ability to sneak and 
master lengmate. He teaches that neither language itself ner words 
and their pronunciation is a divine gift. The existence of many 
languazes does not “epend on Usd. God placed in man the faculty of 


language, the ability to nane sbjects, phenowena, pesple, aainals, 
birds, etc. ; 

Weny scientists whe adhere to idealistic philosophy share Urb. 
gory Nisskiy's views on the diviue origin of tanguage, Though the 
idea that Ged gave birth to the faenlty of language is not directly 
and openly expressed in these theories, it is implied in figurative 
scientific arguments about the imnateness of this ability; e.g., it 
is clained that this faculty is an are-old attvibute of the human 
soul. In his Origin of Laneuace the German idealist philosovher 
erder wrote that language is a preduct of the soul, and the soul 
a product of God, ‘the faeulty of langmane and theuyht is given to 
man so thet he can know himself and his inner world. Language, in 
Nerder's opinion, ig “the seeret agrécuent cf the human soul with — 
itself." 


Tue origin of Language is hidden in the depths of time. Vow. 
ever, archeslaozy, ethnography, paleontology, and other sciences help 
to reproduce a picture of the evolution of wan and of the primitive 
society of the age when Lancuave was formed, Though several details 
still are lacking, the facts at the disposal of science convincingly _. 
assert that there is no place for Ged in the creation of language. . 

According to the ible, man has existed oniv ao Little more 
than seven thousand years. Seieoce has irrefutably proved that aan's 
separation froa the animal world began inconvarably eurlier —- shout 
amillion years age. Step by step scientists have investigated and 
renroduced a picture of the precess of hamanization of the highly~ 
developed aoe. They herve chown how this ape descended fron the trees 
outo the earth, how it Learned te walk on its two extrenities and 
use tools. . 

Lorinht gait exerted a great influence on all farther evolution 
of mon, for it straightened the lungs. This, in turn, helped to 
adapt tue larynx to the orenunciation of a great variety of sounds, 
No animal can utter a8 many sounds as wan. Uprizht gait enabled the. 
ape to use its forward extreaities differently. Yreviously they 
served chiefly for sovenient; now this was no longer necessary, They 
could now be used te wake sisuple teols like flint knives and stone 
axes. ‘The invention of tools introduced huuan labor, which was to 
play a decisive rele in the transfomation of ape inte saan. The 1la~ 
bor in which prinitive man began to envage subscquentiy had a trenen~ 
dous reciprocal infiuence on all his further evolution. Under the 
influence of labor the operation of the brain became more complex, 
its weight increased, the forward extremities were tracsfomned inte 
hands, and the imoalewents into accessory organs of the hedy. Marx 
wrote in Capital, that ever Since isan started to use tools every ua 
tural object has become an organ that san ",.. unites with the orgons 
of his body, thereby lengthening, contrary to the liible, the natural 
dimensions of the latter." (Kavital [Capital], vel. 1, p. 186.) The 
main result of kiwman labor was the origin ef language, of human

thought, and, finally, of hrman society. 

In his teaching on the hisher nervous activity of avimals and 
man, Academician Ivdn Petrovich Pavlov definitively dispelled the 
myth of the divine orisin of lantuace. Le deuonstrated that man 
learned te soedr as a result 62 commen Jaber, that labor and Language 
have always oleyed an evormous rote in the evolution of man and 
society, end that wort and word, as he Said vividly, made us human 
belues. ae : 

Yavlev devised the thoory ef "signal systems ef reslity,* 
which clearly proved the natural origin of langaave. The essence of 
this teaching isthe assertion that the confitioned reflexes of man 
and animals eriginated en the basis of the signal syaten of surroun~ 
ding reality. ‘my irritant is essentially a sional of the varions 
objective relationshivs of reality; o.x., the guell of landing 
reacues animals er men, they see puffs of smoke, fire, Scarks, ete. 
these irritants siamalize to them a definite systen of objective 
relationships in the outside world (in this case, a fire}. These 
relationships are made firm in their brain by a definite physiological 
systen of nerve connections. If in addition the aniwal or man in one 
way or enother has suffered frou fire, the evatem of nervous comm»ut~ 
cation beecnes even more intricate, The next liue an irritant (o.g., 
auoke) is verceived, it will be vegamied a8 a Signal of dancer. 

the discovory of the weaning of these signala is a matter of 
analysie and synthesis, or thought, and the response is the phenomenon 
called behavior. P4vloy succested that the simaling of objective 
relationships by the sipht, color, and oder of the objects be called 
the first signal systeu of reality, or the svete: of obicet-theught. 
This firet signal systeu ie the basis of aw:imal hehavior, 

Labor in coin and socicl life produced in man nany entirely 
new systeu relationships that could im no way be signalized by objects 
and their characteristics or simply by Suouting, woeping, or sroaning. 
Ii was perfectly natural that, as Parlov seys, an “additions the 
higher nervous octivity should he made. The first {object} sirnale 
were generalized and replaced by special sound signals. There sounds 
were different from mere shouts and groans. The strai shtening of the 
lungs owing to upright gait ond dhe development of the brain (in- 
crease of its weight, of the area of the cortex) furthered this, 

The tongue, Lips, and Larynx began te develop and adapt themselves, 
and, as iaviov pointed out, beeaue an imterral cormmenent of human 
thought. lian could now replace sentations and perceptions 3 1.@., ob 
jeet Signals, with a speech sound, i.e., word. New signals of signals 
could desi,natedobjective relationshiva ef the eutside world abatrace 
ted fron concrete objects. a te 

thus eriginnted the specifically human "addition" to the ligher 
nervous activity of mon, Vadvlov called it the second si snal system 
of reality. le stated: "This addition concerns the a»eech function, 
which introduced 2 new principle inte the antivity of the great hemie.

The signals of signals ",.. renresent abstraction from reality and 

permit generalization, which constitutes our superfluous (in the sense 

of addition — &. Pugaeh), especially lmman higher thought process; 

thought gives rise first te general eapiricien, and finally to science 

-- the mems of highest orientation of wan in the surrounding world

pdviev showed that animals have only the first signal system, 

while man has both. ‘This gives him a tremendous advantage ever oni~ 

mals, Because of the joint activity of the two signal systems man ‘ 

can directly perceive the world and penetrate the most profound rela 

tionshins it imparta to him. He can discover the lava of the surrown- 

ding world, master the forces of nature, and hecowe the master of 

reality. Pavlov says: “Man experiences reality primarily threugh 

the first signal systeng then he hecones master of reality through 

the second signal system (word, speech, scientific thought) ." (Paviov~ 

skiye sredy (Paviev Euvironments), vol. 1, (Moscow-Loningrad: USSa 

Academy of Sciences, 1949), Be 280.) Pdvlev's teaching definitively 

refutes Biblical and ectlesiastical fictions about the devine orlgin of 

languare. po ; 


There are no dates fer the origin of language, no day, no year, 
even no century for its birth, The formation of language was an ex— 
tremely protracted precess thatembraced . very Jong period of time. 
But we can state confidently that language a:neared carlier than man 
began to use fire and domesticate onimals, 

Tanouare and thought appeared together and have abways been | 
intimately related. They camot exist separately. As tools became 
more complicated, theazht and languaye were developed and enriched, 
ALL that men sav, heard, and discevered was reflected and made firm 
in languase. Scientiats still dispute about the nature of language 
‘in the initial veriod of its development, Was it phonetic speech or 
aid men use gestures for communication, i.e., movements of the body, 
hands, and eyes? 

- Gome seholars, both Soviet (Acadenician Marr) and foreign (an 
Genneeken) [Latter transliterated from imesian} su:losed that Language 
was an justrment of magie and for a long time the exclusive property 
of wWitch-dectors. According to the:epinion of scientists, the language 
of gestures, which served as the means of commnication of primitive 
people, was the collequial language. In defense of their theory, they 
refer to the use of cestures by ‘frican, ‘mericon, and Australian 
tribes. Some tribes use pestures to this day. Aman from the Austra. 
lian tribe of Dieri can designate the following by a gestures man, 
wouon, child, various Linds ef animals, sicy, earth, walking, food, 
drink, etc. ithout pronouncing a single word, these tribesmen can 
nake theuselves understoed. In ovr country util the tevolntion it 
was customary anong sone peuples of the Transcancasus for the daughter- 
in-law to converse with her wother~in-lLat only by gestures.

These facets still co not vrove thet gestures can constitute 
' gn independent ianguage. The Language of gestures is only a sun: 
‘ment to phonetic lenguege. The thought and ruliifarions activity of 
“man are based on the language of werde; gestures never were and never 
eon be a medium of universal comnication keesase of their limitations 
and primitiveness. It is very diffieilt to use gestuves at night, 
and it is completely impossible to convey move or less comphex genera 
‘Lizations with then. Gesterss can commmnicate theught only through 
phonetic language. Consequeatiy, gestures gould never ke a haste 
means of communications phonetic language was always that. 


Seience has proved that Imaan speech was initially not articu~ 
inte. The lew state of development of wan'’s speech and moter apparae 
tug explains this, The ideas ef primitive neople were difinse, vague, 
and indistinet; consequartly, the initial sound expressions of these 
fdeas were just as indistinet and indefinite. Considerably later, af- 
ter kuindreds and thousands of years, when the brain and speech organs 
wore sufficiently developed, man began te express his thongote not 
by one continuous sound, but by several sound conbinations. The nro 
greasive use of tools end wore freqient comunication with fellow men 
diuoreasod the mmber of sound combinationss mon had te name new ine 
Plements, phenomena, and impressions. ; 

At firet nex informed each other of ideas concerning tools and 
Labor; subsequently the sphere of languace apolisation wae extended 
dmieaserahly. Man beemme sble to relote events .in which he was not 
directly involved amd Cid not participate, Ne sould new trebate. ¢ 
story heard frou another person, Speech becwne more and more arblou- 
Late. Artienlete speceh was a later invention of man, Complex gram 
“metical foros and written leneuoce ero products of canparatively re- 

cont millenia. 

How did the phonetie shell of lengua e originate? Con ene see 


gan — man, and a table -— a tabic? People constantly came in contact 
with various objects snl phenomena, amd each phenosenon cansed various, 
feclincs in thas: pain, fear, joy, ete. Sach of these foelings, im 
turn, preduced a definite cry. To tell his fellows about a bread~ 
tree he discovered, a vrimitive mon uttered one somndy if he noticed 
@ burning abode, he sheuted in a eoasletely different way. 

Bot individuel sromds or conbinations of sounds expressing ine 
mediante sevtinents were net yet Lenmuage., Association of sounds with 
abjects and signalization by sounds exist also ameng animals. Only 
when sound-signala express abstrost objective relationships do they 
become Languace- ; 

with the passare of time | sounds and worda began to reproduce 
definite ideas corresponding to these sounds. The ery "fire" evoked 
the picture of a burning hut auong the tribesmen who heard it. In this 
vay the swmd-combinetion "Sire" was asseciated with a definite object 
or phenenenon end fixed in the mind. 


The association of sound-combinations with objects originated 
also through onomatoposia. When a person says‘ that it is thundering, _ 
the grass is swishing,. the leaves are rustling, the very words uo thun- 
der,, swish, rustle tranmiit the sounds and noises of nature. Many 
words orisinated as crys wiitted by aniuals end birds, “hy does the 
cuckoo have almost the same nome anong various peoples? thy de we 
Sayt a rooster crows (imiarékovat'), a cow moos (mych&t'), a cat 
miaews (myatikat') ? Because these words originate in the eries of 
_ the corresnonding animals, 

Considerably Later man bean to nase objects by utilizing ale 
ready accumulated vocahalary., ‘hen he encountered a previously un 
Inown object, he gave it the name of some known objects he took the 
tame of an object which, in his opinion, was the sae a8 or siuilar to 
the new one. For example, from the faaily of domesticated animale : 
the Tahiti Islanders knew only the pigs when a horse was first brought 
to them, they called it a pig too. hen North American Indians sav a 
horse for the first time, they called it a deg, since dogs were their 
only doniestic animaic, ‘They merely added new particles to the word | 
meaning horse-doz. 

: In the initial period of loncuaze evolution there were no words 
for more or less broad abstract concepts, for man's practical experi. 
ence was Still very limited and exteisive social ties did not exist. 
Man was aware of and desienated only what he saw, ucard, touched, or 
smelled, i.e., could directly experience. Te could not yet make 
broad generalizations. Scientists have established, for exauple, that 
Sone peooles - are acquainted with various kinds of trees, birds, and 
fish and have nayes fox esch of them. Put they do not have words for 
general concepts like tree, bird, or fish, A North Smerican Indian 

tribe, the Hurons,does nothave a word for eat (in the sense to use 
food). ‘They have different words for esting fiah, meat, ete. 

The primitive character of the Language of primitive men once 
again eloquently bears witness to the commilete inalequasy of religious 
doctrines on the divine origin of language. As science shows, language 
originated historically and hae always undergone change under the influ» 
ence of social conditions. It is a medium of social evolution and the ; 
best means ef commnication anong human beings, J 

Once we know how languare and thoaght criginated, we hecome con~ 
vinced how inadequate are the fictions of religions peovle and ideslist 
scientists whe claim that we "never shall know the origin of lancuage." 
The inquisitive human mind was eble te fathom the secret of the origin 
and evolution of language. Seience has proved that the evolution of 
society in accordance with the reletive complication of labor has ale 
ways produced changes in Language. .

The population of the Spanish colonies in Amorica revolted 
against the colonizers 154 years age. ‘The war for the independence 
of Spanish America Tasted fifteen years and ended with the victory of 
the pairiots and the formation of the present Latin \merican republics, 

The liberation of Latin ¢merica from Spanish colonial op»ression 
was an event of vreat prozressive sigificance, Many progressive 
people of theboginning of the nineteenth century, including tussian 
volunteers, teok part in the var for independence on the side of the 
patriots, ‘The Peceubrists and Pasikin regarded the colonies’ struggle 
for liberation with preat syupathy. 

The Catholic Church wes a principal accomplice of the colonizers 
in their struggle against the South Auerican patriots, Tue clurch had 
immense influence iu the colonies. ‘The whole spiritual life of the 
colonies (press, schools, wriversities) was under its control, Tri- 
bunals of the Inquisition dealt with the heterodox, at the beginning 
of the war for independence over a third of all the enltivated Land 
was in the church's hands. ‘he church helpedthe colonizers to enslave 
aid exoloit the local population, and actively participated in the robe 
bery. ‘True, Some clericals Like Las Casas exposed and pheached against 
tie bestialities and cruclties of the conquistadores (i.e., conquerors). 
But these were isatated cases; their wreaching was “the voice of one 
crying in the desert," and they did not exert any mitigating influence 
on the conduct of the eclonizers and of the clergy as a whole. . To 
present “as Casas! preaching as typical of the elergy's relationship 
to the conquista, as soue church apologists try te de now, is as ab 
surd as te consider Caadnanella or Giortano Oruno typical reoresentatives 
of the clergy solely because they were monks, 

At first alwest the entire clersy in the colonies cansisted of 
Soaniards. iy the end of the colonial. period some natives = Creoles 


and mestizos «— were admitted to a spiritual career. The Spanish 
regarded them as representetives of an infer lor race, and the Creoles 

considered the Spanish invaders. ‘the Creoles led the movement for 

indejgendence, which included some individual priests. One of them, 
the Creole Hidalgo, etarted the anti-Spanish uprising in Mexico. 

: All of Lidalgo's activity before the uprising shewéd that this 
priest paid little attention to ecelesiastical laws. He was an adhes 
rent of the french Enlightenment. Me organized theatrical presentations 
for his parishioners, showing thea works like Meli®re's Tartuffe. 

‘the Inquisitien had Hidalgo under surveillance. Tn 1868 a 
wonan named Lerrere denounced him to. the Inquisition: by order of 
her confessor she told the Inquisition that ilidalgo denied the divinity 
of Christ and expressed other "freeethinking" ideas, The revolt he 
started on the night of 16 September 1810 prevented his arrest, Anoc~ 

aer confessor's greachery was involved in that: the patriats were 
foced to proceed before the scheduled time hecanse a priest who had 
‘ound out about the preparations for the uprising betrayed the patriote 
toe the aathorities, 

The ebureh hierarchy wos iumediately up in arms against the rem 
wolt. On 24 Septewber Sishop Jamiel Abad y Queino (transliterated 
froa iussian] published an edict which proclaimed Widalgo an atheist 
and perjurer and excoummicated hin, Arechhishep Nejico announced that. 
Hidalwo was an envey of antichrist. The Inquisition tribunal prenowe 
ced him an atheist, fanatic of French freedom, schisnatic, heretic, 
Judaiziny Lutheran, Calvinist, and “ander extreue suspicion for atheiam 
and materialion," 

The revelt etarted by llidalge snrcead rapidie. Tens of thousands 
of indians joined it and many Creoles sanporied it. But the Lack of a. 
clear prozran, indecision, and poor nil itary erganization eventually 
led the revolt inte defeat, Uidalyo was talken prisoner by the Spanish 
and turned over ta the Inquisition tribunal, which defyocked and ana» 
thematized the rebel leader. The Spanish authorities had hin shot. 

The mestize José liaria Mereles » also ao priest and Midalgo's 
disciple, became tie leader of the anti-Spanish revolt. ‘the French 
clerical histerian André calls him "a sinister priest who revolted 
against ecclesiastical avtherity.® ; 

The clericaly persecuted Merelos as cruelly as they had perses 
cuted his predecessor. On 2 November 1815 Morelos was taken prisoner 
by the Snanish and turned over to the Inquisition court. In the verm 
dict Moreles was declared "a heretic and propagater of heresy, an op~ 
pressor and persecutor of ecclesiastical othoritics, a desecrator of 
the sacranenta, schismatic, libertine, hypocrite, incorrigible foe of 
Christ, adherent of the heretics Nobles, Helvetius, Voltaire, Luther, 
and Similar leprous autiors, materi alists, and athcisis, oa traitor to 
ved, king, and pape." Qn the basis of that decision. & mnilitary trie 
buaal sentenced Morelos to be shot, The sentence was immediately car- 
ried out. — 

In Veneguela Sindy bolivar, & follower of. Roussem and Voltaire,

wis leoder o: the libcratien movement. The netrieta defeated wie 
Spanish and in 1812 proclaimed Venezuela's ind epenlonce, 

On lioly Shursday, 26 March 1812, a orcat earthguake occurred in 
Venemela, The canital ard wan tewns were gurtroyed, and tena of 
thousands of their duhoni tanta pecieued wider the falling bail dinga. 
fhe supporters of the Sponish — an esvucially, of Bourse, the clergy 
utilized tbe eee Lor their own purposes. Bolfvar's alee tut 
O'Leary, a conterporary witness of eveate, wrote the followine about 
this events .

publicly withdravn in another edict, in which T was pre- 
sented not as an atheist and heretic, as in the first 
edict, but as a good and faithful Catholic! ‘hat a stupid 
farce and what a lesson for the nations! Nine oi ten days 
separated these two edicts, The first was issued hecanse 
I was advancing. on vogoté by erder of the Consress, and 
the second because JT had entered the capital victorious, 
Cur priests still hold to their former ideas, but the 
result of their exconmmications has been reduced to no~ 
thing. Continuing te rain down tiunder and Lightning on 
their opponents, they only place themselves im a foolish 
position, show their esatenee: and increase daily the 
scorn they deserve. 

In the viceroyalty of La Plata (now ‘rgentina), which becane 


| the center of. the liberation moveuent in the south of the continent, 
-the clerical attitude to the stangsle for independence was just as 
negative aS in other regions of the Spanish colonial envire. During

the fifteen-year war for tndebencence the Vatican consistently suppor~ 
ted the colonizers. 
In 1816 Pope Pius VIT ivaed an-encyclical calling for oa struggle 


against the patriots. It was addressed to the hierarchy and clergy of 
‘America, “who are under the rule of the Catholic king of Spain." ‘The 
‘encyclical stated: “One of Gur most excellent and fundanental com 
mandments prescribes obedience to high authorities, We do not doubt, 


that you have constantly instilled in.your flock a just and firm hatred
